Moisture Supply 


At Critical Stage 


By GLENN SLHOTTEN 


The severe drought which ha* 
gripped the Salem area for the 
past month is causing mounting 
concern among city residents and 
farm dwellers alike. 
Brown lawns and pastures, wilt­ 
ing gardens, some stunted crops 
and the prospect of drying wells 
portend numerous individual cris­ 
es unless rains soon afford relief 
from the prolonged arid spell. 
Precipitation for June, weather 
observer Edwin Copeland of Mill­ 
port says, is only about half ol 
normal, with 1.66 inches falling 
so far this month. Since January 
14.55 inches of precipation has 
been recorder!, far less than the 
normal amount. 
April was the poorest, moisture- 
wise of the last six months, with 
only 1.21 inches falling. June is 
the next poorest. Other amounts 
are 2.35 inches in May, 3 46 in 
January, 3.18 in February, and 
2.69 in March. 
“ Really Hurting Now” 
Both Floyd Lower, Columbiana 
County agricultural extension ag­ 
ent, and William Phillips, Mahon­ 
ing 
county 
agent. 
proclaim, 
' We're really hurting now.” Phil­ 
lips believes the moisture supply 
has reached the critical stage 
where continued drought or a ben­ 
evolent rainfall can make all the 
difference in crops, gardens and 
home surroundings. 
There have been drier years in 
this area, such as the great dry 
spell of 1934, but it has been a 
long time since such a severe 
drought arrived so early in the 
year. 
City residents show consterna­ 
tion over their browning lawns, 
shrubs and trees as the water 
bill rises wherever artifical wat­ 
ering is done. 
In 
rural areas 
dairymen watch as their pastures 
and milk supply dry up and they 
dish into their baled hay or silo 
supply to bolster the dry grass 
from the dwindling fields. 
Expected To Bounce Back

In 
a few cases the grass plants have 
died, but in the majority of in­ 
stances they are in a semi-dor­ 
mant stage with the crown wait­ 
ing for ram to restore vigor.

cure and w ants to be m arried as 
so o n a s he is discharged fro m the 
ho spita l. He is sure th at if he has 
a ho me a nd a wife, he will be 
O.K. I w ant to help him because 
I lo v e him very m uch. But m y 
pa rents sa y I ’m just “ asking fo r 
tro uble.” W hat do y o u think? 
A—Ra ther tha n presum e to ad* 
vise y o u, let m e 
give y o u the 
fa cts a s I kno w them . In a fo l­ 
lo w-up study o f 1,9 122 addicts liv­ 
ing in New Y o rk Cty , who had 
been cared fo r at the U.S. Public 
Hea lth Service H o sp ital in Lex • 
ingto n, Ky ., o ver 9 0 p er cent be­ 
ca m e re-addicted, usually w ithin 
six mo nths after leaving 
the ho s­ 
pita l. In the view o f a p ro m inent 
a utho rity : 
“ H o sp ital treatm ent can sta rt a 
p atient o » ; the w ay to reco very 
but it canno t p ro vide a life-lo ng 
im m unity th at p ro tects the 
p a - 
tient fro m relap se. H o sp ital treat- 
m en 
can 
initiate rehabilitatio n 
but it m ust be co m p leted a fter 


the p atient returns to the co m ­ 
m unity .” C ertainly lo ve, a wife 
and a ho m e o ught to be im p o rt­ 
ant facto rs in effecting a co m p lete 
rehabilitatio n.
